In the light of that figure, the for- 
eign population was not such a men- 
ace as was generally believed, even 
though the past year had shown such 
a great increase in the foreign ele 
ment, The selection of those best 
suited, was, in the speaker's opinion, 
mainly a matter of temperament, The 
British stock had the heritage of 
farming in their blood, and given the 
right temperament, it mattered little 
whether the newcomer had farmed ail 
his days or was making a beginning 
at farming. Experience had 
that many who had farmed previously 
failed to succeed, whereas, others who 


had left the pen for the plow, made 
good. 
In bringing out his final point, Com. 


rade Woods was most eloquent in im-| 


pressing the need of colonization. It 
was not enough to secure the settler, 
place him on a farm, and advance him 
a loan. The task was to see that he 
was happy and content to stay, This 
“was a great need especially where the 
woman was concerned, A man’s work 
in the field was generally his main 
interest, It was the woman who bore 
the burden of prairie life, and they 
had the right to expect something 
more than a 2 x 4 shack and a hum- 
drum existence, The success of any 
land settlement scheme would depend

EDMONTON, May 12—Seeding of 
wheat is from sixty to seventy-five per 
cent, completed in the southern part 
of the province and from thirty-five 
to fifty per cent in central and north- 
ern sections and spring work is pro 
ceeding under ideal conditions, accord. 
ing to telegraphic reports received by 
the Department of Agriculture, 

In a number of districts early sown 
wheat is well above the ground and a 
start has been made with the seeding 
of coarse grains, All reports indicate 
that the soil is in excellent condition 
as regards moisture, This is espec- 
jally true of the central part of the 
province where rain and snow during 
the past week somewhat delayed 
spring work. Seeding of wheat is 
general throughout the Peace River 
country with sixty to eighty per cent. 
completed in a number of districts, 

Reports from a number of districts 
in the province indicate that the 1928 
wheat acreage will show an increase 
of from five to fifteen per cent. over

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NEW QUARTERS 
QUITE NEEDLESS 
FOR GOVERNOR GENERAL 


The close vote in the House of Com. 
mons last week on the question of ap- 
propriating $70,000 for furnishings tor 
the Governor Generals quarters in the 
Citadel at Quebec should give those 
who sponsored the proposal pause. 
This expenditure follows on a vote of 
$100,000 last year for the same pur- 
pose, It is not the amount of money 
involved to which objections can be 
taken; it is the principle underlying 
the matter. No loyal Canadian, which 
Means loyal Britisher, wants to see 
the Goversor-General of Canada hous- 
ed other than in a manner fitting the 
high and exalted position he occupies, 
He is a link connecting us all with 
the Throne and we have no desire to 
be parsimonious jn making suitable pro 
visions for His Excellency, and his 
lady, and their entourage. It may be 
that we Canadians are simple and de- 
mocratic in our ways and do not love 
ostentation, show and pomp; never- 
theless we have no niggardly attitude 
to His Majesty's Representative, 

It is the lurking danger to this 
country’s democratic jspirit that’ is 
most to be feared in this matter, We 
do not want old nobility in Canada; 
the feudal castle, the ancient snoo- 
bery. We are for a new nobility ot 
character, manliness, and intelligence. 
The trappings of substitute royaity 
are out of place amongst a democratic 
people like ourselves,. We want the 
Governor-General to go to and fro 
amongst us, as one of us, a welcome 
visitor who makes himself at home, 
well content with the hospitality we 
offer, In this respect the members 
of the Royal Family who visit us, not- 
ably the Prince of Wales, set a good 
example to GovernorsGeneral. It is 
the simple democrativeness of the 
Prince that endears him to Canadians, 
The same will be true of the Govern- 
or-General.
